ST. LOUIS, Nov. IS—That the ten 


million dollars voted by congress to 
begin the preliminary work on the 
Panama canal is about exhausted and 
that there is not money enough on 
hand after payment of the bills to 
meet the December payroll IB a state- 
ment made tonight by Secretary of 
War Taft at the monthly banquet of 
the St. Loufe Commercial Club. 


He said It would be necessary for 


congress to make an emergency appro- 
priation to carry on the work without 
calamitous apprehension. 


The monthly payroll now amounts

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


JUSTICE, SENTIMENT AND 
) 
THE RIGHTS OF SOCIETY 


TJT7 ITH1N the past three months five men have 
** 
paid the extreme penalty of the law for 


murders committed in this state and two others 
have been sentenced to long terms in the peniten- 
tiary for attempted robbery. In the case of all 
five of the murderers justice was long delayed. 
Every device known to the legal fraternity'for 
postponing the final reckoning was used with the 
same ingenuity and persistence as if the men 
were possessed of unlimited wealth. 
The old 


legal axiom that a "man is innocent until proven 
guilty" was carried to the limit. 
Time after 


time, at an expense that threatened to bankrupt 
the county which was unfortunate enough to 
have been the scene of the crime, have these men 
< 


been granted a "stay of proceedings" and change 
of venue. Not a stone was left unturned that 
would assist them in establishing their innocence 
before a jury of fair-minded men. hut all to no 
avail, and at last the majesty and inexorability of 
the law has been upheld and the Scriptural in- 
junction of "an eye for an eye and a tooth for 
a tooth" has been fulfilled. 


But it wast not "poor Jack Welch" that was 


avenged last Friday. It was the payment of the 
obligation that society demands of those who by 
their acts place themselves in the category of 
outcasts. It was a triumph of law and order over 
brutality and a vicious greed that stops at noth- 
ing, that recognizes no restraint in the accom- 
plishment of its object, even though it involves 
the taking of a human life for a few paltry dol- 
lars. Indeed, it is not in the spirit of revenge that 
a jury pronounces a man guilty and the judge im- 
poses the sentence in accordance with the verdict. 
Rather should it be regarded as a part of that un- 
iversal order that encompasses us and circum- 
scribes our actions in all our walks of life. If we 
transgress any of the laws of nature we must pay 
the penalt). however unjust it ma\ appear to 
the finite i]iind. Human laws should conform as 
nearly as. possible with Divine laws. The peafr.- 
able, law abiding citizen should be protected 'in 
his life, his property and his,' family agamst the 
vick>usne!>s, greed ajid bostialin of those who 
recognize no rule of action except thjc' gratifi- 
cation, of their unbridled passions. 
' 


There are many who are honestly bt>p6se<J to 


the infliction of tl}e death p.cnalt} however hei- 
nous, the crime, and many states and countries 
haver abolislred capital punishment, arid substi- 
_tuted life, imprisonment as the extreme 'pcilaJty 
for the, taking of human life, but it Jktinot be 
truth full), said that it has resulted in a"le?senihR 
of the number of homicide*. On the'cohtran, 
statistics show that more often the 'populace, 
moved to frenzy by the lack of adequate punish- 
ment for a crime of more than ordinary ferocitv, 
have risen and resorted to Ijnching and e\en 
burning at the stake. The effect upon socieU as 
a whole by the recurrence of these uprisings of an 
outraged people can hardh be beneficial to the 
morals, nor can it be said that they ha\e been 
efficacious as a deterrent for crime, since the\ are 
examples of the same disregard of the lau that i-, 
charged against the criminal. 
\Yerc it possible 


to punish even man uho breaks the law in a 
manner commensurate w ith the crime and make 
the retribution as swift and certain as it should 
be, there would soon be no need for the gallon <. 
the prison or the reformatory. The criminal in- 
stinct is repressed only by fear of punishment. 
The fear of haung to pa\ the penalty for his mis- 
deeds is the only argument that reaches the de- 
praved conscience of the average lawbreaker 
He counts upon the lau s- delays and takes the 
chances of placing upon the too tender consider- 


ItffARK TWAIN ON 
1Y* 
THE WORLD'S PEACE 


TUT ARK TWAIN is 'nearing his seventieth 
*•* 
birthday, but his ability to crack a good 


joke off-hand under almost any circumstances 
remains apparently unimpaired. That it may re- 
main so for many a year and that he may have 
many happy returns of the approaching anniver- 
sary is the fervent wish of all Americans. Of ail 
its great men the United States is prouder of 
none than of Mark Twain, for he makes the hu- 
morists of all other nations look foolish. Just 
teforc the recent election in New York he was 
asked what he thought about it. He replied that 
he believed in Ivins and Jerome and hoped to 
cast his full voting strength for them, viz: "one 


» vote for Clemens and two for Twain—Mark." 


His latest contribution to the gayety of na- 


tions has been to solve the great problem of uni- 
versal peace, and in an address before the Twen- 
tieth Century Club of Boston last Sunday he un- 
bosomed himself on this subject. He said he had 
bothered and studied over universal peace for a 
long time until at last he had come to the solu- 
tion. His plan is to get a chemist—a real genius 
—and have him extract all the 0x3 gen out of the 
atmosphere for eight minutes. "Then," he says, 
"we will have universal peade and it will be 
permanent." In addition he made a few remarks 
on thrusting our own civilization on innocent 
]>eople. He does not believe in it. In 1892, he 
said, there were eleven missionaries in China, 
and in that year they had a "catch" of 3,200 con- 
verts. There are 32,000 pagans born every day 
in China, and he figures out that we are convert- 
ing them at the rate of two and one-half a day, 
"so," he observes, "it will take quite a while to 
get everybody converted." 


He expressed little hope that his plan for uni- 


versal peace would be adopted. Every time he 
forms a solution of a great question, he says, 
"somebody upsets it." 


ation of'the judge and jury,1 and all too often for 
the good of Society are his,plans well lau|. 


It is time to lay asule the .maudlin sentiment 


that throws a cloak of protection around the de- 
generate and give home heed to the rights, of those 
who are its \ictims. Let the acpused be giv;en ev- 
ery opportunity to prove their innocence, but 
when this is done let them pay the penalty for 
their misdeeds. 
No appeals that have,for their 


main inspiration the tears-oi,heartbroken mothers 
should interfere to prevent the enaction of the 
penalty. The courts should be upheld in, the de- 
cisions and the Board of I'ardons commended for 
their lack of sentiment in dealing put even-hand- 
ed justice alike to all, There should be no cen- 
sure for twelve men \\ ho, after weighing the ev- 
idence, have found that a man has taken the life 
of a human being wantonly and there should be 
nothing but praise for the judge who dispassion- 
ately imposes- a sentence that metes- out a punish- 
ment to fit the crime 


Those of us \\ ho remember the carnival of 


crime that has- made our state a reproach for the 
past three \ears can hardly regret that in this one 
instance at least retribution has- overtaken those 
who committed it and we believe that the future 
will demonstrate that crimes of this character 
will be less frequent 
If it results in deterring 


one criminal from pursuing his vocation it will 
be worth more to society than the worthless lives 
of a score ot such men as those yvho have just 
been placed beyond the possibility of doing furth- 
er harm 


'\t all events, it uill be nell for us in the light 


of the past, to take note and .see if there is not a 
noticeable decrease in crime from now on.
